Analysis of County Act 
--Good and Bad Points 


Remembrance Day, November 11th

In the September issue of West¬ 
ern Municipal News, Mayor H. 
Lynch-Staunton of Didabury gives 
an analysis of the Act presenting 
his view of the good features and 
objectionable features. 

fn introduction he states that 
an essential of a democratic gov¬ 
ernment is strong local govern¬ 
ment. He divides responsibility in¬ 
to (a) real responsibility involving 
making ot decisions; <b> financial 
responsibil ty in determining the 
way in which revenue will be se- 
< tired and the collection of reven¬ 
ues; (c) administrative responsi¬ 
bility which must carry out poli¬ 
cies. 

Under the present system there 
are several bodies functioning in 
local government. There is the 
municipal council which must col¬ 
lect taxes including money to be 
spent by requisitioning bodies and 
ipust carry on such services as 
public works, policing public hea th 
relief and general welfare. There 
is also the school board which 
constructs, operates and main¬ 
tains schools, determines costs and 
directs school policies. There is 
the Hospital and HeaiUi Unit 
ooards, whlrh construct, operate 
and maintain hospitals and pro- 
v de health service, determine 
costs and direct policies. 

The Councils have real respon- 
sipility in municipal affairs, but 
not in operation of schools, hos¬ 
pitals or heaRih units. They have 
complete financial responsibility 
as they must collect revenue, not 
only for theii* own purpose but 
for other spending authorities. The 
school boards and hospital boards 
have little or no financial respon¬ 
sibility. 

“Thus it is seen” says Mayor 
Lynch-Staunton, that no group 
has complete responsibility in ail 
respects. 

The weakness of the present sys¬ 
tem as seen by the writer Is then 
explained. 

(1) The present system Is based 
on the fallacy that education and 
health are of more Importance in 
the community than functions 
carried on by councils such as 
public works, policing, fire pro¬ 
tection and relief of various kinds. 
These bodies (education and 
health) are In effect given first 
mortgage on all moneys raised by 
the taxing body. After requisitions 
are met. the council must pare 
down estimates or raise mill rate. 
If a municipality wishes to bor¬ 
row money by 'issuing, debentures, 
a two-third majority vote must be 
obtained, while a school division 
may borrow without a vote unless 
u counter petition is presented. 

“I submit that many council 
functions are as important as 
health and education. Van routes 
depend on good roAds, so does 
movement to hospital. Health too, 
demands sanitation and garbage 
disposal. Where wculd we be 
without police protection? There 
Is danger of community develop¬ 
ment becoming lopsided, owing to 
too much tax money diverted to 
some services at the expense of 
others. 

(2> Administrative boards with¬ 
out financial responsibility reflect 
too greatly the character of indi¬ 
vidual members—from the non- 
progressive to the reckless spend¬ 
ers. The best balance wheel on 
any board U financial responsibil¬ 
ity, and the ability of the taxpay¬ 
er to pay should be measured be¬ 
fore any program Is mapped out, 
with money allotted In Just pro¬ 
portions. 

(3) Boards with no financial re¬ 


sponsibility are subjected to too 
much pressure from outside 
groups, and are inclned to grant 
the request. 

The Ceunty Act 

The County Act was passed to 
correct some of the weaknesses in 
the present system. 

Under the Act the council-of 
the county will have complete 
government reeponsihi ity because 
<1> H will have renl responsibility 
in major decisions affecting muni- 
e pality, school beard' and hospit¬ 
al; (2) It will have complete fin¬ 
ancial responsibility for raising ail 
moneys required; f3) It will have 
compete administrative responsi¬ 
bility because it must approve the 
pol'cies of municipal, educational 
and hospital committees. It will 
be able to treat all social services 
as being on- the same basis of val¬ 
ue to the public, or in the alter¬ 
native will be ab'e to use tax mon¬ 
eys in the’ i best interests of the 
people as a wholb. It will be in 
position to determ'ne first the ab¬ 
ility of the taxpayer to pay. 

Objectionable Features 

Certain features of the bill as 
drafted appear to be objecticnable. 

(1) Objection is taken to the 
provision that a vote is not taken 
till the plan has operated for four 
years, making reversion difficult. 
However, it will not be inaugur¬ 
ated in any area unless elected 
representatives ask for it. It 
would appear that if an area is 
willing to try the scheme no 
harm would be done, and possib¬ 
ly the scheme would prove good, 
with others following the example. 

(2) The Act provides for com¬ 
mittees to appoint other members 
to respective committees with 
power of e’ected members. This 
may make the machine too un¬ 
wieldy and not directly responsible 
enough to the people. Appointed 
members may tend to become 
more perhwmcnt than elected 
members which is not democratic. 

I suggest instead of adding to 
-committees in this way, experts 
in certain lines toe emplpyed as 
necessary but without voice in dic¬ 
tating policies. Road engineer edu¬ 
cational supervisor, business man¬ 
ager for hospitals are suggestions. 

(3) Fhe Coutjty Act provides 
that appointment to various com-, 
mittees be made from the elected 
council. But each committee must 
estimate its needs and submit 
them to the council us a whole 
for approval. When a candidate 
is elected to council ho does not 
know what committee he may 
serve on. It does not follow that 
a man experienced in municipal 
matters would necessarily be a 
good school board or hospital 
board member. We have been us¬ 
ed to supporting candidates for 
their qualification for these spe¬ 
cial offices. Under our present 
system if people disapprove of 
school, hospital or municipal mem¬ 
bers they can replace them. But 
under the County Act the only 
effective way would bo to replace 
all members of the council be¬ 
cause they have no assurance that 
an elected member will be on the 
committee needing reform. Thus 
good municipal timber may be' 
turned out as a protest against 
educational committee or vice 
versa. 

I would suggest thal members 
of the three main committees be 
elected as members of these com¬ 
mittees. The public can nominate 
to the municipal committee, the 
educational committee and the 
hospital committee, choosing per¬ 
sons well fitted.

Protein Content vs. 
Protein Strength

There seems to be a good deal 
ot dissalisfaotion with the present 
si-stein of grading wheat. Some 
farm organizations are demanding 
that wtiriC shi/u'.d be graded at 
country elevators on a protein 
basis. Evidence produced by the 
Board of Grtiiii Commissioners 
Crain Laboratory show* clearly, 
however, that even if this could 
lie done, it would in a year, like 
this ruin Canada's reputation ter 
li gh quality wheat on world mar¬ 
kets, for the reason that the 
amount of protein iri the wheat 
has been vot’y little dumag**d by 
the frost hut that the quality or 
“»trctfglh" of the protein entirely 
different from the amount ot pro¬ 
tein — has been most seriously 
harmed. It is shown that a No. 2 
Northern produces a large light 
loaf with a creamy bright crumb 
ami has- a high ylcid of flour, and 
that a No. 3 wheat, with practic¬ 
ally Hie same prote.n ns a No. 2 
Nor., produces a heavy small loaf 
with the color of the crumb dark 
torown and yellowish and has a 
low yield oM^our. It is milling and 
linking values or ’’strength" anu 
not protein alone, for which mill¬ 
ers, both domestic and overseas, 
buy Canadian wheat. Loaves bak¬ 
ed from the different grades show 
clearly that grad'-s, as-at present 
established, are to a' high degree 
in rclationsh p to the final mill¬ 
ing and baking' values of the 
wheat 


Underground Distribution System 

Ratepayers Vote Nov. 24 
Oil Propane Gas Bydaw 


Qn Friday. Nov. 21, ratepayers 
of the Town of Vulcan will vote 
for or against the .adoption b> the 
Town of a franchise agreement 
with the Mid-Way Propane Co, 
whereby the company would be 
given a ten-year franchise for the' 
supplying of propane or other gas 
to consumers of the town. 

By law No. 252, relating to the 
propane gas franchise, has been 
passed prgvistona ly by the town 
council and requires the approval 
of a two-thirds majority of the 
proprietory electors. Voting will 
take place between the hourts of 
10 a.m. and 7 p.m. on Nov. 24, 
with J. Lundy Findlay as Return¬ 
ing Officer. 

If approved by tlie ratepayers. 
Hie ten-year franchise gives Mid 
Way Propane Co. permission to 
construct a distribution system for 
the bulk distribution of propane 
gas within the limits of the town 

Plank call for an underground 
distribution system, with bulk 
storage near the C.P.R. tracks, 
and till phases of the scheme are 
subject to the approval of the 
Board of Public Utilities Commls 
sioners. The propane gats is to be 
of 2500 B.T.U. conient per cubic 
foot and to be odorized. 

According to the synopsis of 
the franchise agreement <publish r 
ed on page 2 of this issue), the 
distribution system can lie lEed 
for the transmission of natural 
gas if and when it becomes avail¬ 
able, with the rates to be fixed by 
Hie Public Ctilities Commissioners. 

Rate* as outlned in the agree¬ 
ment (for propane gas) are: 
First 200 c.f. $3 00, next 300 c.f„ 
$1.20, ail over 500 c.f., $3.50 per 
m c.f., with special rates for quan¬ 
tity consumers Deposits would be 
$15.00 for domestic users and 
$25.00 for commercial. Meters and 
regulators would be supplied a't 
the expense of the company. 

Five percent of the annual gross 
revenue .if the company would be 
paid to the Town in taxes, and all 
costs of installation of system up 
to property lines of consumers 
and including cost of repair and 
maintenance of lanes and streets 
used • would be borne by Mid-Way 
Propane.

The new four room and basement addition to the 
Vulcan School is now in use. The fan-fare and speech¬ 
es that accompany an official opening will come later, 
but the main thing right now is that the students are 
housed in modern, comfortable classrooms and that 
the old wooden high school, part of which was still in 
use until completion of the new school, is now empty. 

The old wooden school has housed Vulcan Students 
since 1911. Drafty and well nigh impossible to heat 
in the winter, it should have been replaced years ago 
but the public’s well known reluctance to spend mon¬ 
ey on educational facilities combined with the curtail¬ 
ed building of the war years resulted in its continued 
use. But for the fact that the Vulcan schools were in¬ 
cluded in the Foothills School Division the old build¬ 
ing might still be in use today. At the time of the in¬ 
clusion of the Vulcan schools, the board of the trust¬ 
ees of the Foothills Division stated that it was their 
intention to have a new school built at Vulcan, and 
they have carried out that intention to an even great¬ 
er degree than first planned. 

Shop and Home Economic classes, also added since 
Vulcan joined the large division, will now be carried 
on in the two-room cottage school, a structure well 
suited to these classes. The old wooden school of three 
rooms is being advertised for sale and removal, and 
none will be sorry to see it go.

The world has been enjoying the newspaper and 
magazine “Battle of the Tanks”, as between Russia 
and the United States. No specific figures can be ac¬ 
cepted from either side.

American soldiers learn¬ 
ed to their sorrow that Russia had some mighty fine 
firing power to distribute among her satellites. If the 
pride of the Yankees has been cut deeply enough,as 
a result of the incident there is no need to worry. It 
might easily be, like in previous wars, that 40,000 
tanks built before 1950 would be little better than ob¬ 
solete in 1951. We are told that Britain had thousands 
of tanks at D-day that were useless on the field of 
battle. She loaded hundreds of them on big scows and 
used them as auxiliary artillery to lay down shore 
barrages when the landings were being made on the 
Normandy coast. Britain led the world in aircraft en¬ 
gineering then and admittedly is doing it'again in the 
matter of jet propulsion at the present time. Britain’s 
destroyer and escort services were the best in the 
war, while United States excelled in her heavy battle 
wagons and aircraft carriers. No one power seemed 
to have everything supreme. Russia had her artillery 
and rockets, and Germany her 88s. . . and all but got 
away with her flying missels. -t-Camrose Canadian.
